Director William C. Adams of the State 
Division of Fisheries and Game in a recent 
statement to the press gives a brief outline of 
the laws governing the open season on 
migratory waterfowl which will commence on 
September 16th. 

The open season on Ducks, Geese and 
Brant will extend from September 16 to 
December 31, both dates inclusive. The 
daily bag limits to each gunner are: Black 
Ducks 15, other ducks 25 in the aggregate of 
all kinds, Geese 8 and Brant 8. 

The attention of the public is particularly 
called to the fact that the season for hunting 
ducks, geese and brant in Dukes and Nan- 
tucket Counties will extend from October Ist, 
to January 15th, both dates inclusive. 

The open season on Jacksnipe, Coots and 
Gallinules is the same as the waterfowl 
season, The daily bag limit of these birds is 
as follows: 20 Wilson or Jacksnipe, 25 Coots 
and 15 Gallinules. 

IT 1S FORBIDDEN 

To hunt between sunset and one half 
hour before sunrise, 

‘To use shot guns larger than ten guage, 

To use rifles, revolvers or pistols. 

To use power-driven or sail boats either 
under power or at anchor. 

To kill wood ducks or eider ducks. 

The regular sporting license obtainable 
from any town or city clerk in the state is 
required of all persons who hunt. 

State Wardens will make a special effort 
this year to see that the established bag limits 
are not exceeded and that no shooting is 
done after sunset or one-half hour before 
sunrise, 

In addition to the penalties provided by 
the State laws the migratory birds are pro- 
tected by Federal law which carries a penalty 
of $500, six months in jail, or both fine and 
imprisonment, for violations.

Hunting Season on Ducks and Geese High Cost of Reaching Vot 
Will Open on September 16 a & ed: 


The following editorial from the San 
Francisco Chronicle is a fair statement of 
the expense of conducting a modern primary 
campaign: ‘ 

“Twenty-two cents is a fair average cost 
of appealing to the individual voter. Given 
2,500,000 voters, as there are in Illinois, that 
means $550,000 as the cost of legitimately 
addressing the voters in one cam aig, 
That is the way it is figured out by Allen F, 
Moore, campaign manager for Frank I 
Smith, who won the Republican nomination 
for Senator from Illmois, 

“Ask anyone who has ever had any ex- 
perience in conducting any kind of a cam- 
xuign where a large number of indivuduals 
uid to be reached. The amount of money 
that may be spent legitimately is, in a large 
state, enormous if the campaign is complete, 
_“What will twenty-two cents do? A 
circular letter addressed to each voter in the 
State costs from five to eight cents apiece, 
according to the size and number of en. 
closures. Would the candidate be satisfied 
with firing one pistol volley? If not, he must 
repeat the expenditure. “And then there is 
the expense of halls hired, of brass bands, 
campaign buttons, clerical workers, publicity 
men, billboard and other forms of advertising, 
transportation and getting on the air. It all 
mounts up, 

“When money is so used legitimately it is 
not the spending of it that is vicious. The 
vicious element is the system which makes it 
impossible for any man to make an intensive 
campaign before a large number of voters 
without spending a lot of money, That is one 
of the weaknesses of the primary system, 
It needs to be cured or the sentiment of the 
public is likely to be turned back to the 
convention system as a lesser evil,”

To Designate Midshipman to U. S. Naval 
Academy 


September 1, 1926, | Athletic Goods 


The Navy Department has notified me 
that I am entitled to designate from the 
Fifth Congressional District of Massachusetts 
two candidates for midshipmen in the 
United States Naval Academy at Annapolis, 
Maryland, such midshipmen to enter the 
Acac emy during the summer of 1927. Lam 
also entitled to designate six alternates who 
will be designated in order of rank if the 
principals fail. 

The men whom I shall designate, both as 
principals and alternates, to enter the 
examination for admission to the United 
States Naval Academy, will be selected as 
the result of a district-wide competitive 
examination. ‘This examination, which is 
entirely unofficial, I have requested the 
United States Civil Service Commission to 
hold, and the Commission will, without my 
intervention, prepare the questions, hold the 
examination, correct the papers, and certify 
to me the ranks and relative standing of the 
competitors. This examination will be held 
at City Hall, Lowell, Massachusetts (Lowell 
being the only place in the Fifth District 
where Civil Service examinations are held), 
on October 23, 1926, at 9 a.m. 

I have requested the Civil Service Com- 
mission to give an examination of substan- 
tially the same degree of difficulty and in the 
same subjects as those which comprise the 
examination for admission to the Academy. 
The examination will consist of algebra, 
plane geometry, English composition and 

iterature, history of the United States, 
ancient history, and physics (science). 

The first eight in rank at the mental exam- 
ination of October 23, 1926, I shall cause to 
be examined by an official United States 
medical examiner, on a date to be set later, 
but subsequent to October 23, 1926. If all 
eight pass the physical test — which I shall 
request the examiner to make almost, but 
not quite, as rigorous as the official test will 
be —TI shall designate them in order of 
mental rank. If one or more fail, I shall 
designate in order of rank those who pass, 
causing those next in mental rank to be 
examined physically until I am able to 
designate the men as principals and alter- 
nates who shall be the highest eight in the 
mental examination and who are able to pass 
the physical test. 

There will be no expense whatever involved 
in taking the above mental and physical 
examinations, other than the item of the 
applicant's travel. The examination I 
desire to be absolutely free to every young 
man residing in the Fifth District who will 
be within the proper age limits prescribed by 
the government as stated below. 

The candidates designated as principals 
and as alternates will receive from the Navy 
Department a letter of appointment, and 
they must appear for official examination at 
the time and place designated therein, before 
a Board of Navy Officers convened by the 
Navy Department. Graduates of certain 
approved schools and colleges may be de- 
cued eligible for admission without official 
mental examination. The principals and 
alternates must be citizens of the United 
States and actual residents of the Fifth 
District, and must have reached their six- 
teenth birthday, but not their twentieth, on 
April 1, 1927. 

Although I expect to appoint applicants in 
order of qualification as above indicated, I 
reserve the right to reject any applicant who 
in character, temperament, or other respect, 
may seem to me to be unfitted to make a 
successful officer. I also reserve the right to 
modify, as may seem necessary, any or all of 
the foregoing conditions prescribed by me. 

Copies of this circular and official pamph- 
lets, giving in detail the physical, mental and 
other requirements of the government and 
specimen examination papers, will gladly be 
sent free on request. 

Those desiring to take the unofficial exam- 
ination of October 23, 1926, should furnish 
me with their names and addresses as soon 
as possible, but in no event later than October 
16, that I may be able to forward to each a 
card of authorization to take the examination,

Glasgow Orpheus Choir to Sing 
in Lowell 


The Glasgow Orpheus Quartette will sing 
in Lowell on Monday, October 25, under the 
auspices of Clan Grant, No. 141, 0.5.C. 
Tickets are now on sale through Chief 
Petrie of Clan Johnston. The prices will be 
$1.00 and $1.50 each until October 1, when 
they will be put on public sale, with the 
additional cost of the war tax which, until 
that time will be paid by Clan Grant. 


The Choir consists of a body of 140 men 
and women, Each singer is examined on 
entry and thereafter is re-examined and 
graded every year. Thus the efficiency of the 
Choir is strictly maintiined. From the 
members nothing is exacted but service 
and enthusiasm. They are all voluntary 
singers, and receive no fees of any kind beyond 
travelling and hotel expenses. Nor are 
they asked to pay fees of any kind, the 
revenue drawn from concerts being sufficient 
to finance the running of the Choir. There 
are no honorary members or subscribers. 
The Choir lives entirely by its singing. 

It is a self-governing body, and has been 
continuously under the conductorship of 
Hugh S. Roberton since 1901—the first four 
years as the Toynbee Musical Association, 
the remainder of the time as the Orpheus. 
Early in its carrer it attracted a large 
public following. To-day it gives close 
to fifty concerts each season, singing to 
some 70,000 people, Its activities extend 
from Inverness in the north to London in 
the south, and from Edinburgh in the east 
to Dublin and Belfast in the west. 


In Glasgow the December and March 
concerts fill St. Andrew’s Hall (seating 
capacity, 2,800) four nights in succession, 
and this without any public advertisement. 
The concerts are simply announced by 
circular to the members, and the applications 
for tickets are sufficiently numerous to 
necessitate a ballot for seats. In London, 
where two concerts are given annually in 
the Queen’s Hall, the same position has 
been reached. 

The singing is practically all unaccom- 
panied, and the music performed ranges 
from folk-song arrangements to madrigals 
and the most advanced type of choral song. 
As a Scottish choir the programs naturally 
contain much that has its origin in Scotland, 
but such music is put forward on its artistic 
merits alone. ‘Thus Scottish psalm tunes 
and homely folk-songs are included, not 
merely because they are Scottish, but be- 
cause they are worthy. In addition to 
Scottish and English music the Choir has 
in its regular repertoire examples by the 
Continental writers from Bach to Kalinnikof. 

The soloists at the Choir’s concerts are 
all drawn from the Choir itself. These 
include singers of high distinction, such as 
Miss Boyd Steven, whose name is a house- 
hold word in Scotland, In this way, an 
artistic balance is secured. 

The Choir contains not only singers of 
distinction but conductors as well. Many 
of the most prominent Festival conductors 
in the West of Scotland have learnt their 
business in the ranks of the Choir. Others 
have learnt it at the rehearsals, which are 
always open to students, At a recent

Glasgow Festival (the largest in Britain) 
fourteen first places for choral work were 
won by members or ex-members of the choir. 
The Choir’s influence as a propagandist 
body has been very considerable, and much 
of the choral activity in Scotland is due di- 
rectly to its inspiration. 

In connection with the work of the Choir 
there is a Studio and Library; also a monthly 
periodate Lute—which circulates wide- 
y amongst conductors in all parts. Three 
years ago a Junior Section, consisting of (1) 
a children’s Choir, and (2) a Sangspiel (the 
latter doing Action Songs and Folk and 
Classical Dancing) was started, and is now 
self-supporing. 

Every year a week’s Chamber Concerts 
are run under the auspices of the Choir, At 
these concerts popular prices are charged, 
and such distinguished String Quartets as 
the “Lener” and the London” appear. In 
1924 the whole of the Beethoven Quartets 
were given. The Chamber Concerts were 
started originally to educate the Choir in 
such things as phrasing, subtlety of express- 
ion, and ensemble. 

The Choir’s work at its best, it may be 
said, approximates to that of a String 
Quartet. But its appeal is a human one.

The Post Office Location 


The question of the post office location 
for the next ten years has aroused a 
great deal of interest. Tomorrow is the 
last day that bids may be received and 
so far as the Townsman is aware, there 
are only two bids submitted: one for a 
renewal of the present lease and the 
second for remodelled quarters in the 
Musgrove building. 

Ten years ago, the proposal to move 
the Post office to its present quarters on 
Essex street brought out serious objec- 
tions. Since opinions expressed at that 
time will be of interest now, part of an 
editorial in the Townsman for July 30, 
1915, and an editorial in the Townsman 
for December 3, 1915, are reprinted be- 
low. 


It doesn’t appear that the public at large, 
directly interested in the postoffice, are to 
have very much to say about it. 

It doesn’t appear that the petition signed 
by 99%, of the Andover business men is to 
be very much of a factor in determining 
where this public service shall be located in 
Andover. 

It does appear that the efforts that have 
been made by the patriotic business men, 
willing to sacrifice a good deal more in a 
financial way, to correct this situation are 
going to have their labor for their pains. 

Of course, there is still hope that some one 
of the several propositions that have gone to 
the Government under the new call may be 
more inviting, because they do represent a 
demand of the citizens of the town, and there 
is no question but that if this matter can be 
brought before the proper officials at Wash- 
ington the schemes that have been laid by the 
men who are back of the removal to Essex 
Street will be realized with difficulty. 

Essex Street is not the proper place for the 
postoffice for many reasons, but the one 
reason alone of the steep grade on the hill 
with thé very serious difficulty in using the 
sidewalk and road around the Memorial 
Hall corner, and across the way on the 
Campion corner for the months of the year 
in which ice and mud are a serious factor for 
all Andover streets, would be enough in 
itself upon which to insist that it isn’t a 
proper place for a service which is used by the 
great number of people that use the Andover 
postoffice. 

The Townsman has no interest in any 
particular location. It believes it represents 
the sentiment of the people of the town when 
it demands that the postoffice shall be located 
somewhere in the business center. It is the 
only service rendered by the United States 
Government to the Andover business men 
and the general Andover public. Ninety

percent of the use made of the post office is 
made by people who are located in that 
section of the town on a level or above 
Andover Square — The Andover Townsman, 
July 30, 1915. 


The Postoffice 

The toffice sitpation is still - very 
imecttion The agencies which have been 
helpful in holding up the matter thus far by 
insisting upon a different sort of conclusion 
than that which had been determined upon 
as final before it was even preliminary, so far 
as the public was concerned, have continued 
their activity and are still very much aroused. 
Until a few days ago there was little evidence 
that indicated any hope for a changed senti- 
ment at Washington. Within a few days, 
however, several rumors and _ suggestions 
have come to hand which would indicate that 
it may be possible after all to get such a 
review of the whole question as will preserve 
the proper service through the properly- 
located postoffice for the Andover public. 

Among those who have been active in this 
protest is our own congressman, Mr. Rogers, 
who hag had very little encouragement in 
response to his activity from the outset. A 
ray of hope comes, however, to him and is 
passed on to the people of Andover in the 
following letter sent from Washington last 
week in response to his latest communication 
upon the subject. This letter is as follows: 

Nov. 27, 1915 
Hon. John J. Rogers, 
House of Representatives. 
My dear Mr. Rogers: 

With reference to your communication of 
the 19th instant, relative to the selection of 
quarters for the postoffice at Andover, 
Massachusetts, I wish to inform you that the 
Department is endeavoring to secure a loca- 
tion that will meet the approval of the patrons 
of the office and with that end in view, the 
postmaster has been requested to report 
whether any sites other than those hereto- 
fore reported on by inspectors are available. 

On receipt of the postmaster’s reply, you 
will be further advised on the subject.

: FISH DISHES 

As canned fish Is available In any 
climate or market, one may have fish 
at any season or 
in any locality. 
The fresh fish are 
so much more ap- 
petizing that we 
enjoy them when- 
ever available. 

A firm - fleshed 
fish, not too fat, 
like lake trout or pike, Is good when 
boiled. Clean and wrap in a cheese- 
cloth, drop tn salted acidulated water 
and cook until the fish leaves the 
bones. Drain and serve with parsley 
butter, lemon butter, maitre d'hotel 
butter or hollandaise sauce, 

A stuffed and baked fish Is another 
good way of serving them. Make the 
stuffing as usual, adding onion and 
parsley for seasoning. 


Molded Fish Salad.—Flake one-half 
pound of tuna fish or salmon. Mix 
with one cupful of diced celery, one 
tablespoonful of chopped green pep- 
per, two tablespoonfuls of chopped 
olives and three-fourths of a cupful 
of salad dressing. Add two table- 
spoonfuls af vinegar and season with 
salt and pepper. Soak two table 
spoonfuls of gelat{n in one-fourth of a 
cupful of cold water for five minutes, 
dissolve by placing over hot water, 
then stir into the fish mixture. Turn 
into small molds rinsed with cold 
water, and set away to chill. Serve 
on lettuce or water cress and garnish 
with celery and strips of green 
paper. 

Fish Cutlets,—Melt three tablespoon- 
fuls of butter, add one-half table- 
spoonful of finely chopped onion and 
two tablespoonfuls of finely chopped 
pineapple, Cook slowly for five min- 
utes, stirring constantly. Add one- 
third of a cupful of flour, and when 
well-mixed stir in one-half cupful each 
ef milk and cream. Cook until smooth 
and thick; add two cupfuls of flaked 
Osh, salt and paprika to taste. Shape 
into cutlets, dip into egg and crumbs 
and fry in deep fat. Drain on soft 
paper and serve with a good sauce,

Fear Fire May Have Been of Incendiary

Officials of the Andover fire departments 
are still investigating the fire which com- 
pletely destroyed a tool house in the rear of 
the J. J. Cronin homestead on River road, 
West Andover, shortly after 11:30 o'clock 
Saturday night.

Where Does It Lead To? 


Socialists and welfare workers who are 
urging state insurance against unemploy- 
ment, accident, health and industrial hazards 
are not finding much encouragement in 
results of similar socialistic laws in Germany 
and England. 

Prices of German products are so high that 
the country cannot sell abroad. It is stated 
this has resulted largely from social welfare 
laws which forced employers and workers to 

ay $631,000,000 in 1925 for alleged welfare 
yenefits, while entire exports for that year 
were only $1,581,000,000. 

Most of the cost of these “welfare bene- 
fits’? goes to pay salaries of officials and 
other red tape expenses connected with all 
government undertakings. 

A German clerk earning $30 a month must 
spend three per cent of his salary for nat- 
ional insurance, his employer being required 
to pay the same amount for him, while they 
share in addition three per cent for unemploy- 
ment and accident insurance and four per

cent on compensation insurance. This 
means that the worker pays $5.50 a month 
out of a salary of $30, in addition to his in- 
come tax, and after paying these charges to 
the government he can look forward to re- 
ceiving a pension of from $6.25 to $7.50 a 
month after he has reached the age of 65. 


Cost of Operating Electric Appliances 
Is Easy to Figure 


All electric appliances are so marked by the 
manufacturer that a person can easily figure 
the cost of their operation. 

Lamps are marked in watts. 
lamp consumes 50 watts of electricity. 
one hour it consumes 50 watt-hours. 

Electricity is sold by the kilowatt-hour. 
A kilowatt is 1,000 watts. ‘Therefore a 
kilowatt-hour is consumed when twenty 
50-watt lamps burn for one hour, or one 50- 
watt lamp for 20 hours. To find the cost of 
burning one 50-watt lamp for one hour divide 
the cost of one Disaate sacs of electricity by 
20. All electric light bills show the cost per 
kilowatt-hour. 

Electric irons, toasters, vacuum cleaners, 
fans, and other household appliances are 
marked in volts and amperes. Multiply 
these two figures together for the number of 
watts consumed by the appliances. For 
example, an electric iron marked “110 volts 
— 5 amperes” uses 110x5 or 550 watts of 
current. In one hour it uses 550 watt-hours, 
and with this information the cost of oper- 
ating the iron may be computed as with the 
lamp.

New Long Distance Telephone Schedule 


Important changes involving a general 
readjustment in long distance telephone rate 
schedules — that is, on calls between points 
in the territory of the New England Tele- 
phone & Telegraph Company and points in 
the territory of other Associated Companies 
of the Bell System — are announced to take 
effect October 1. 

They do not affect the present toll sched- 
ules of the New England Telephone & Tele- 
graph Company with respect to calls that 
both start and end within its own territory, 
that is, within the states of Maine, New 
Hampshire, Vermont, Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island. 

The changes are made, the Company 
states for the benefit of users of long-distance 
service, and to eliminate service difficulties 
which the present schedule for long-distance 
calls has Reotene about. The statement 
adds that the net result of the readjustment 
in rates will be a saving to the telephone users 
of the country of approximately $3,000,000 a 
year. 

To points 150 miles or more distant the 
basic station-to-station day rates are to be 
substantially reduced—the greater the 
distance, the greater the reduction, For 
example, from Lowell, this rate to New York 
will be reduced from $1.30 to $1.15; to Phila- 
delphia, from $1.80 to $1.50; to Washington, 
from $2.55 to $2.00; to Pittsburgh, from 
$3.10 to $2.40; to Detroit, from $3.90 to 
$2.90; to Chicago, from $5.50 to $3.95; to 
San Francisco, from $17.25 to $11.80. 

Long distance cables, carrier systems, 
vacuum tube repeaters, loading coils and 
other improved devices and methods, result- 
ing from continuous scientific research and 
development, have effected economies on the 
longer circuits and have a share in making 
these reductions possible. 

Some rates, for calls outside the New 
England territory, for distances between 
24 and 110 miles, will be adjusted to make 
the schedule consistent throughout, but in 
these cases the increase of the basic station- 
to-station rate will be only five cents. 

One of the interesting changes from the 

anes viewpoint is that by which one and a 
half hours have been added to the reduced 
rate period applicable to such calls. Re- 
duced rates on these long-distance station- 
to-station calls will begin at 7 p.m. instead of 
8:30 p.m., as formerly. Between 7 p.m. and 
8:30 p.m. the discount will be approximately 
25 per cent of the day station-to-station 
rates, and from 8:30 p.m. to 4:30 a.m., 
about 50 per cent of the day rates. These 
discounts will apply where the day station- 
to-station rate is 40 cents or more, with a 
minimum reduced rate of 35 cents. Because 
of the unsatisfactory service conditions 
which it brought about, the existing midnight 
discount on calls outside the New England 
territory is discontinued. 
_ By this move the Company expects to 
improve long-distance service by eliminating 
complications at midnight which have re- 
sulted in delays, The spreading of the long- 
distance traffic over the lengthened reduced 
rate period will relieve this situation. 

Another change is the extension of the 
privilege of reversing charges to include 
station-to-station calls for points outside the 
New England territory — whether placed 
during the day, evening or night — where the 
rate is 25 cents or more.

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GLACIER CUTS DOWN 
MOUNTAIN IN PATH 


Vast Alaskan River of Ice 
Changes Its Course. 


Cordova, Alaska.—Henry Glacter 
has changed its age-old course and 
is low Nterally pushing Its way over 
the top of a mountain to reach the 
sea, declare observers returning from 
the vicinity of Mile 75. 

What was first thought smoke Is- 
Suing from the top of a peak near 
here later developments show to be 
Great clouds of dust caused by the 
breakup of the soil under the pressure 
of the ice river. 

Henry Wolkins, sourdough, who has 
traveled over a large part of the ter- 
ritory investigating geological freaks, 
visited the scene and inspected the 
glacier’s actions. He heard the tons 
of rock, pushed by the glacier, fall- 
ing into canyons below, causing crash- 
Ings audible for five miles. The 
mountain side has the appearance of 
heavy blasting operations, 

Due to the tremenuous pressure re- 
sulting from the slow progress across 
the mountain, the glacier has buckled 
and mammoth cracks crosswise are 
noticeable. The peak of the moun- 
tain being slowly disintegrated is 
about 3,000 feet high but composed 
of soft shale. Prospectors believe the 
whole mountain will soon crumble 
from the pushing of the irresistible 
force of the ice structure. 


King of Yugo-Slavia Has 


Yearly Income of Million 
Belgrade.—King Alexander of Yugo- 
Slavia is one of the highest-paid mon- 
archs in the world, recent additions 
to his civil list bringing his yearly in- 
come to $1,000,000 a year. 

This is forty times greater than the 
personal allowance mude by Bulgaria 
to King Boris, and about five times in 
excess of the yeurly income of King 
Ferdinand of Rumania. It Is almost 
fourteen times more than the salary 
of the President of the United States 
and is probably exceeded only by the 
civil list of the king of England. 

But out of his $1,000,000 a year 
Alexander must maintain a huge pal- 
ace at Belgrade, another at Top- 
chider, near Belgrade, a third at Bled, 
In northern Slovenia, and several 
smaller villas. The new palace at 
Topchider cost the state nearly $1,- 
000,000, while repairs on the old pal- 
ace in Belgrade cost about $400,000. 
The young king does not entertain 
on an elaborate scale, but he has an 
enormous number of servants and 
others attached to his various palaces 
who must be paid.

Tabriz, Persia.—The championship 
among the world’s feminine horseback 
riders ought to go to Miss Marjorie 
Wilson of Watertown, N, Y., an Amer- 
{ean girl in the Near East Rellef or- 
phanage work here. 

In order to save a large group of 
refugees from political intrigues which 
threatened to deprive them of their 
homes, she made the nonstop trip of 
140 miles on horseback, halting only 
to change animals. The Journey was 
from Tabriz to Urmia, and she made

OF ANCIENT EMPIRE 


Explorers Dig Up Fascinating 
Mayan Art. 


Kl Paso, Texas.—More wonders of 
the long-buried Mayan empire have 
been reveuled, Although many square 
miles still are blanketed by soil and 
jungle growth at Chichen Itza, Yuca- 
tun, the expedition of the Carnegie in- 
stitution of Washington has just ac- 
complished there its greatest year’s 
work in baring the Splendors of the 
Mayan empire after centuries of aban- 
donment, according to Prof. Sylvanus 
G. Morley, director of excavations, 

He told of the Season's discoveries 
In prssing through here on his way 
to Santa Fe, N. M., to complete his 
formul report. After the third sea- 
80n of excavation Prof. Morley has 
Suspended work until the end of the 
rainy season next January, 

The expedition discovered some 
marvelously colored, well preserved 
mural carvings, the brilliant yellow, 
Green and red shades of which had 
retained their beauty for seven cen- 
turies, 

Carved human figures, which in an- 
clent times adorned the cornices of 
temples overlooking what Prof, Mor- 
ley asserts wus one of the greatest 
civilizations the world has ever 
known, were lifted from where they 
crashed to the ground as tlme de- 
stroyed the magnificent temples and 
were carefully pieced together by the 
sclentists forming the Carnegie staff 
at Chichen Itza, 

The Temple of Warriors there, Prof, 
Morley said, is one of the finest speci- 
mens of the beautifully proportioned, 
esthetic ancient architecture of North 
America. Excavations about it were 
practically completed. Striking  fig- 
ures of giant serpents were replaced 
in their original resting places again 
surrounded by friezes of grotesquely 


shaped eagles and jaguars, just as 
they stood in ancient times. 
More than fifty carved columns, 


forming a portion of a giant colon- 
nade flanking the Temple of Warrlors, 
were cleaned of the dense growth 
which had covered them for centuries.

That is the dictum of the Supreme 
court in its ruling that Anne Joyce, 
fifteen, and Mrs. Darline Johnson, 
seventeen, are entitled to teachers’ 
certificates from the department of 
public instruction, 

The young women carried their case 
to the Supreme court after Superin- 
tendent Masteen of the department 
had declined to issue certificates be- 
cause of thelr youth, although both 
were recognized as properly qualified 
in training. 

Miss Joyce was fourteen when she 
upplied for her certificate, after hav- 


ing been graduated from high school 
and completed two years’ work at 
the state normal school. 


Roast Pig and Dressing 
National Dish of Cuba 


Havana, Cuba.—Cuba’s = national 
dish is roast pig. 

The pig, 20 to 40 pounds on the 
hoof, is stuffed with a dressing niuide 
with u bread base, to which Is added 
spices to sult the Individual taste. It 
takes the place of honor on “Noche 
Buena” (Christmas eve) instead of 
the familiar American turkey on 
Christmas day. 

The most popular dish Is chicken 
and rice.

LARGEST ZEPPELIN 


Germans Start Drive 
Funds to Complete It. 


for 


Friedrichshafen, Germany.—Work Is 
progressing favorably on the world’s 
largest Zeppelin-type dirigible, half 
again as large as the Los Angeles and 
designed to test the feasibility of 
trans-Atlantic passenger and packet 
service, 

The dirigible will be the first to be 
propelled by gus Instead of a liquid 
fuel, an epoch-making invention cred- 
ited to the Zeppelin works chemist, 
Doctor Lempertz. 

It will be named the “L, Z. 127.” 
Dr, Hugo Eckener, commander of the 
Los Angeles on the flight from Fried- 
richshafen to Lakehurst in October, 
1924, is in churge of the construction. 
The air giant will cost approximately 
$1,300,000, being raised by popular 
subscription. 

Doctor Eckener said the hydrogen 
content of the gas bag will be 3,800,- 
000 cuble feet, exceeding that of the 
Los Angeles by 1,400,000 cubic feet. 
It will be slightly longer than the Los 
Angeles and propelled by five 420- 
horse-power Maybach motors. 

The gas fuel, the exact composition 
of which remains secret, Doctor 
Eckener said, 1s more efficient than 
gasoline or benzol and will simplify 
navigation by eliminating difficulties 
arising from carrying heavy loads of 
liquid fuel and from manipulating the 
s4as-bag content or ballast to make up 
for fuel consumption. 

The dirigible is expected to be com- 
pleted about August, 1927, though less 
than half the cost has been raised. 
A renewed patriotic effort to raise the 


remainder of the money ts to be made 
this summer,

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ROCK CARVINGS 
WORK OF INDIANS 


Scientist Disputes Story of Vik- 
ing Exploration. 


Washington—The ancient rock 
carvings along the Columbia river, 
which are translated by Prof. Oluf 
Opsjon of Spokane as runic inscrip- 
tions made by Vikings in the Eleventh 
century, tell a big story, but it is an 
Indian story and not a record of Vik- 
{ng exploration in western America. 
This statement was made by Herbert 
W. Krieger, curator of ethnology of 
the National museum, who has just re- 
turned from three months’ stay in the 
region of the rock pictures. 

Mr. Krieger spent some time study- 
Ing the petroglyphs, which are numer- 
ous along the Columbia river, and has 
a number of photographs, including 
some from Vantage Ferry, where Pro- 
fessor Opsjon claims to have found 
runic Inscriptions, 

“The pictures pecked In the hard 
basalt are extremely crude,” sald Mr. 
Krieger, “and anyone can read into 
them anything he likes in order to 
make a plausible story. To say that 
they are Viking remains fs to read 
Into them something that {s not in 
the pictures themselves,” 

Crude as they are, some of the ob- 
jects scratched out on the rocks are 
typically Indian, Mr, Krieger points 
out. In the carvings can be seen such 
objects as bows and arrows and a rep- 
resentation clearly meant for a feather 
head-dress. 

Considering the numerous rock pic- 
tures along the river as a whole col- 
lection, he finds evidence that they 
tell the story of tribal migrations In 
search of food and the use of the Co- 
lumbla river as a path of migration. 
They are mostly hunting and fishing 
scenes, he believes. Mountain goats 
and curved horned mountain sheep 
are frequently portrayed. But why 
these artists left such records to be 
preserved in the hard stone and what 
it was they wanted to communicate 
ean only be guessed at, in the opinion 
of this ethnologist. They had no sys- 
tem of fixed symbols with one or two 
exceptions, so there Is no hope of find- 
ing a key to the mystery. 


Shove Man’s Heart From 
Right to Left; He Lives 


Columbus, Ohlo.— Breathing nor- 
mally, his heart action steady, al- 
though a ttle weak, and sleeping the 
sleep of the weary, Harry C. Cramer, 
forty-five, was “resting as well as 
could be expected,” in the new McKin- 
ley hospital here after one of the most 
peculiar operations on record in Ohio 
hospitals, 

Cramer's heart, forced far over to 
the right side by an accumulation of 
pus In the left lung, was shoved from 
the right to the normal side by the 
operation, during which he was con- 
sclous throughout. 

Minus the sixth rib of his left side 
and suffering only the natural sore- 
ness left by the Incision, Cramer [s on 
the road to recovery, hospital attend- 
ants said. 

Cramer, a switchman for the Big 
four railroad, and who welghs over 
200 pounds, suffered intense pains tn 
his right pleura ten days ago and con- 
sulted Dr. F. S. Lawrence, house phy- 
siclan at the new McKinley hospital. 
A stethoscopic examination revealed 
his heart was beating on the wrong 
side. An X-ray picture showed the 
twisted heart, the left lung congested 
and highly inflated, 

The insertion of a hollow needle to 
drain the lung was unsuccessful and 
the operation became necessary. Cra- 
mer was so weakened that a local an- 
esthetic only could be used, 

Physicians were unable to find the 
cause of the lung congestion.

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OLD CAPITAL DOZES 
AS OTHERS DEVELOP 


Cettinje Continues Its Monoto- 
nous Life. 


Cettinje, Montenegro—While all 
the other capitals of Europe have 
been growing at a rapid pace, Cet- 
tinje, once the stronghold of King 
Nicholas’ picturesque Montenegrin 
kingdom, has slumbered fn an atmos- 
Phere of medievalism and oriental 
self-complacency. 

Situated in the heart of the “Black 
mountain” district, the natives live 
the same precarious, monotonous lives 
they did centuries ago when they fled 
from the Turks, 

But the “littlest of Europe's cap!- 
tals” still retains all that color, ro- 
mance, animation and oriental fasci- 
nation which gave Franz Lehar, the 
Austrian composer, his Inspiration for 
writing “The Merry Widow.” 

The spot where he wrote that lively 
operetta fs still pointed out to vis- 
{tors. The great onk tree under which 
the redoubtable King Nicholas car- 
ried on the affairs of state and col- 
lected tribute from his subjects still 
stands, the object of Intense curtfost- 
ty of all tourists. 

The Inclusion of Montenegro in the 
kingdom of the Serbs, Croats and 
Slovenes, while conferring many 
benefits on the hardy mountaineers, 
has changed the outward aspects of 
Cettinje but little. In a country which 
is made up largely of rock and bar- 
ren soll, life is given only to the sure, 
the strong and the swift. In many 
cases the Montenegrin pitches his 
modest stone hut high up among the 
crags where the engle makes its nest. 

One American visitor characterized 
Montenegro as a “land of tomb- 
stones.” Left to Itself, the country 
would starve, for such small arable 
land areas as exist produce only 
about one-third the population’s food 
requirements, The rest must come 
from the outside. 

Yet In this primitive, poverty-ridden 
land, women do all the work. It ts 
an adage as old as the country itself 
that “man Is the warrior, and woman 
the worker.” Man's sole duty {fs to 
defend the home and his family's hon- 
or with firearms. The women age 
prematurely under the ceaseless bur- 
den of work, and few of them live be- 
yond fifty.

The contesting parties would say 
with hand resting on the grass: “In 
the presence of this whole assembly, 
I lay my hand on the grass; if I have 
declared falsely, may I suddenly die,”

HUNTS TREASURE 
SUNK ABOUT 1700 


Logan Expedition Seeks Gold 
of Lost Vessel. 


New York.—Maj. R. A, Logan, man- 
ager of the mapping division of the 
Fairchild aerial surveys, left New York 
for a treasure hunt in Nova Scotfa, 
which, he says, may net him at least 
$100,000 and perhaps $2,000,000. 

The treasure was the cargo of a 
French “pay ship” which fell into the 
hands of the English off Cape Breton 
island about the year 1700. 

After various vicissitudes the crew 
of the French vessel managed to sink 
the treasure in Canadian lakes, but 
were prevented by the English from 
returning to claim it. All trace of it 
was eventually lost and repeated 
searches failed to give a hint of its 
whereabouts. 

Major Logan discovered last winter, 
in an old Spanish narrative, an ac 
count of how the treasure passed into 
the hands of a Spanish privateer, The 
captain of this vessel hanged the 
Frenchman who gave him the informa- 
tion, but the captain was prevented by 
the French from salvaging the treas- 
ure, He left the records for his son, 
however, and it is this record which 
Major Logan is using as his guide. 

Knowing the country well, Major 
Logan last spring bought up all the 
land on which the treasure can pos 
sibly be hidden if the Spanish records 
are accurate. 

“All I have to do now Is to dig,” sald 
the major just before his departure, 
“and I'm so sure I've got the right 
dope I'm willing to spend five months 
digging if necessary. I'll have two la- 
borers helping me. That's all there is 
to my expedition.” 


“Man Without a Country” 
Has Many Allies in U. S. 


Washington.—The “man without a 
country” of book fame would have 
plenty of company were he to set foot 
on American shores, 

More than 1,000,000 persons in the 
United States, or approximately 1 per 
cent of the total population, are in the 
same fix and most of them don’t know 
it. 4 

This revelation was made by Harry 
BE. Hull, commissioner of immigration, 
in discussing some of the queer work- 
ings of the immigration laws. 

“You can safely say,” he asserted, 
“that there are more than a million 
persons in this country today who can- 
not claim citizenship of any land. A 
gregt majority of them are unaware of 
this, but quite a few of them who are 
don’t seem to care.” 

The commissioner explained that 
this huge total of “outcasts” was cre- 
ated largely by allens who have over- 
stayed their temporary entries, and by 
tourists, who, en route to some other 
country, stopped off here, found a job, 
and settled down. Many also came 
over the borders when restrictions 
were less rigid, lost their original citi- 
zenship by remaining here too long 
and then forgot or ignored American 
cltizenship requirements. 

Hull sald his bureau never seeks out 
these noncitizens, but often comes in 
contact with them, Some are amazed 
to find out that they have no legal 
claim to any citizenship when they ap- 
ply for passports or re-entry permits; 
others learn about thelr status when 
they go before a court to sue or ip 
some other legal proceeding. 

“It works the other way around, 
too,” he asserted. “An American can 
go abroad and lose his citizenship here 
and there also if he is ignorant or care- 
less about the law.” 


Has Self Arrested, but 
Can’t Get Guilty Verdict 


Council Bluffs, lowa.—James Har 
rington, thirty-one years old, had him- 
self arrested for disturbing the peace 
by fighting, charged himself with the 
offense and testified against himsel? 
in police court here, 

He told the judge that he met two 
acquaintances on the street here and 
one of the men asked him where he 
was going. 

“It is none of your business,” Har 
rington testified, he replied. The 
fight ensued. 

The judge took the case under ad- 
visement and later dismissed it, 

“I want to beat that fellow to it and 
get the trial over with,” Harrington 
explained.

Hoop Skirt Furnished

Hugh Miller, a master of picturesque 
English prose, began life as a stone 
mason in the quarries of Cromarty, 
says Dr. Frank H. Vizetelly, encyclo- 
pedist. He spent fifteen years with 
hammer and chisel, and his chief liter- 
ary work, “Scenes and Legends in 
Northern Scotland,” was not done un- 
til he obtained the position of an ac- 
countant In a Cromarty bank. He was 
@ zealous supporter of the nonintru- 
sion principle that shook the Church 
of Scotland at the time, and as such 
wrote pamphlets that created much 
stir, so that in 1840 he was called to 
the editorial chair of the Edinburgh 
Witness. We owe to him several in- 
teresting books, of which perhaps 
“The Testimony of the Rocks,” print- 
ed in 1857, is the most remarkable. 
His life had been simple, his means 
small, but the unceasing trials and 
distractions of Journalism, together 
with the strain of his other literary 
work, unhinged his mind, and when 
but fifty-six years old, In an impulse 
of madness, he shot himself on Christ- 
mas eve, 1856,

Species of Pine Trees 


Bears Enormous Cones 
Most fir trees bear cones of mod- 
erate size, but such is not the case 
with Coulter's pine, of California, says 
St. Nicholas. This species produces 
cones which are often 12 inches or 
more in length and 6 inches tn diam- 
eter at the widest part. The cones, 
which are very solid and hard, will 
not uncommonly weigh from two to 
three pounds. Each of the scales ter- 
minates in a curious curved point. 
Strangely enough, in spite of the 
size of its cones Coulter's pine is not 
by apy means the largest of the fir 
trees. Normally it grows from 50 to 
60 feet in height, although very old 
examples may be 10 feet higher. The 
follage of the tree Is of a beautiful 
bluish shade, and the branches are 
produced in a very symmetrical man- 
ner. Luckily, it is said that the cones 
rarely fall from the boughs, and old 
trees are often thickly covered with 
them, 


Learned From Americans 

An American sailor and his com- 
panion are credited with teaching the 
first native pearl divers in the South 
Pacific how to bob under the surface 
to obtain shell, and in 1868 the first 
experiment in diving from a boat was 
successful. The natives soon became 
expert and frequently went to un- 
usual depths, 

Japanese divers, working the shell 
beds off islands in the Pacific ocean, 
wear nothing more than a loin cloth, 
the costume adopted by divers in 1877, 
says the Sydney (Australia) Bulletin. 

Some rich harvests of shell have 
been made and records show that one 
pearler, employing 40 native divers, 
averaged 25 tons of shell a year, de 
spite the short season, which extends 
only from September to April,

KEEPING WELL 
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CARE OF THE TEETH 


DR. FREDERICK R. GREEN

HB teeth are among the most {!m- 

portant organs In the human body. 
They are not the lifeless things many 
people seem to think. On the con- 
trary, they are just as living and in- 
dispensable as the truly “vital” organs, 
the heart, the lungs and the brain. 
While Injury of them fs not as Imme- 
diately destructive of life, they have 
just as important a function to per 
form In the maintenance of health and 
the duration of life. 

The teeth must grind, mix and pre- 
pare the food before it goes Into the 
stomach. Unless this is properly and 
thoroughly done, the stomach cannot 
digest {ts food properly, and the body 
cannot be properly nourished. So every 
part and orgun of the body suffers and 
each part {s hampered In doing its own 
work. 

Probably at no time in his history 
has man suffered so much from decay 
of the teeth as at present. The oldest 
remains of man, while they show some 
cases of tooth decay, in the main prove 
that primitive man had unusually 
sound teeth. Ruffer, who made a care- 
ful study of many thousand Egyptlan 
mummies, found that the early Egyp- 
tian had excellent teeth and that de 
cayed teeth were rare. He also found 
that the Copts, who lived near them in 
the valley of the Nile, had poor teeth 
and that most of the Coptic mummies 
had many decayed teeth. He accounts 
for this by the fact that the Egyptians 
ate hard food like corn, wheat and 
other grains and so had to work their 
teeth hard and constantly, while the 
Copts, their next-door neighbors, ate 
soft foods, which required little chew- 
ing and so gave the teeth little hard 
work. 

This rule, which was discovered hun- 
dreds of years before the pyramids 
were built, is Just as true today as it 
was then. Any part of the body which 
has to work hard is healthy and vig- 
orous, Any organ which loafs on the 
job degenerates. So primitive man, 
living on fruits, nuts, grains and other 
hard foods which require much chew- 
ing, have splendid teeth, while those 

r who live on soft foods are much more 
apt to have trouble with their teeth. 

Nature provides teeth that with or- 
dinary care will last as long as the 
rest of the body, ll use or neglect 
cause the teeth to decay, become loose 
and fall out, so that in many cases by 
middle life, when the teeth should be 
at their best, they are worn out or 
gone, and some artificial substitute 
must be devised to take their place,

RUHL TENNIS CHAMPION 


Wins Balmoral Spa Challenge Cup in 
Fast Match with Henry Pinkham.

Playing for three hours in the blazing heat
